No relaxing retirement for 
octogenarian author Peter 


WHEN llminster based Peter Hall reached the age of 80 
this year, he could have been expected to sit back and 
enjoy a quiet life. 

Not so, as 2013 has seen the publication of his debut 
novel "Guardians of the Jesus Gene". The book was 
launched in London on October 28th and is already 
listed on a number of well-known online sites. 

Set in first century Palestine, his book is described as a 
marvellously rich recreation of the world's first Christians 
and Nero's Rome; a place of evil and a centre of Sa¬ 
tanism. 

Stepping alive from the pages are Christ's brother, 
Simon, and Pilate's daughter, Clodia, who are thrown to¬ 
gether in the war between Rome and Jerusalem. They 
have a son, Joshua. The child's inheritance is the genetic 
link to Jesus, making him the target for Satanic forces, 
orchestrated at the Roman Emperor Nero's court by a 
Greek magus and Satanist, who is determined to destroy 
the child. 

The storyline is said to be unique in that it is the only 
book in the world to feature Simon, a brother of Jesus. 
There is reference to Jesus having siblings The Bible. 

The new author has signed a two-book contract with 
London publisher Thames River Press, with a sequel 
scheduled for publication in 2014. 

The octogenarian said this was his third career. From 
the Salford School of Art he became a textile designer 
with the Groskopf Atelier in Manchester. Leaving there 
to follow a career in business, he spent 18 years with the 
Unilever Group before coming to Somerset as a director 
of Showerings Limited at Shepton Mallet, makers of 
Babycham. 

In 1993, Peter retired to travel, paint and write full¬ 
time. Painting took precedence in the first years of his 
retirement, with work exhibited at the Royal West of 
England Academy, solo exhibitions at the Round Tower 



in Frome, the Great Elm Music Festival, and a major ex¬ 
hibition in Perth, Western Australia. 

In 1998, he had work selected by the Winn Devon Art 
Group of Seattle, USA (one of the world's largest pub¬ 
lishers of fine art) for publication in their catalogue. 

Now painting has taken something of a back seat as 
he concentrates on his writing, already working on his 
third novel. 

He has a keen interested in antiquity, particularly the 
history of the Roman Empire, and the history of the de¬ 
velopment of Christianity.

■ CAN we please say a big thank you to SWEB, who re¬ 
sponded to our emergence call on Monday morning? 

We rang at 9am to report the pole in our garden had de¬ 
veloped a lean, resting into the hedge.

be dropped into the hole which was about five feet deep. 

Then two shinned up the new pole and attached all the 
wires from the old pole, which had to be cut down. All this 
was done with very good humour. Some of them had been 
on the go since very early and would be going on into the 
night repairing damage elsewhere. 

Also, many thanks to Adam Taylors’ men who reinstated 
my herb garden and replaced the wooden edging. We can¬ 
not thank all concerned enough for their prompt action; we 
were only without electricity for a short while. 

Strangly enough, three weeks ago someone came and 
looked at the pole and said we would need a new one but 
it would be done sometime next year and should be OK 
until then... but that was before the storm hit! 

We were so impressed with the work and the cheerful¬ 
ness of the men who were working under difficult condi¬ 
tions.

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Off-duty officers praised for vigilance 

POLICE OFFICER DETAINS MAN WITH WEAPON AFTER SPOTTING HIM ON DAY OFF 


OFF-DUTY police officers have helped to 
combat crime in three incidents over the past 
eight days, including one incident in Crewk- 
eme when a man was spotted with a weapon. 

At a time when the police are increasingly 
coming under public scrutiny nationally, Avon 
and Somerset Police were pleased to report 
that their officers had been going one step fur¬ 
ther to tackle crime. 

Off-duty officers have helped in the success¬ 
ful detention of suspects across the area over 
the past week, demonstrating that officers and 


police staff remain alert and on standby, even 
on their day off. 

In the first incident, a 32-year-old man, who 
had committed a number of incidents and was 
being sought by police, was arrested in Crewk¬ 
erne after he was spotted by an eagle-eyed off- 
duty police officer. 

The officer noticed that the suspect had a 
weapon and called colleagues who attended 
and detained the man. 

The man has since appeared in court, charged 
with possession of an offensive weapon and 


being in possession of a class A drug. 

Other incidents included an off-duty officer 
noticing a man shoplifting in Frome and de¬ 
taining the culprit and his partner while he 
called for support from colleagues. The officer 
was assaulted as he detained the man, who had 
only recently been released from prison and 
was on bail for another offence. 

On Monday in Shepton Mallet,another off 
duty officer recognised a woman who was 
being sought by police. He advised colleagues 
who were able to stop and detain the woman, 


who has been reported for summons for dan¬ 
gerous driving. The officer was cycling home 
when he recognised the woman and called col¬ 
leagues via the force 101 number. 

Chief Constable Nick Gargan said: “At a 
time when the service is under close scrutiny, 
it is worth remembering the everyday heroics 
- on and off duty - that are the daily business 
of a police force. I am extremely proud of these 
officers. They are typical of the men and 
women who police this area with courage and 
integrity.”

THE Denis Lucy Prize for best cadet 2013 at Ilminster 
Platoon, Salamanca Company Somerset Army Cadet Bat¬ 
talion (The Rifles) ACF, was presented to 14-year-old 
Lance Corporal Ben Adams. 

Fifteen-year-old Lance Corporal Georgia Western was 
the runner-up, receiving the prize for Cadet Making The 
Best Effort.

Her husband, who passed away in 2010, had been 
had been an officer in the Royal Ulster Rifles. He had 
moved to Ilminster and was a member of the Ilminster 
Royal British Legion branch and together with his wife, 
was a keen supporter of the Army Cadet Force. 

The top prize, administered by Christopher Tanous 
from the Ilminster branch of the Royal British Legion, 
was a certificate and Cadet Direct vouchers to the value 
of £70 . The runner-up recieved a certificate and £30 of 
vouchers. 

Mr Lucy also gave £20 to the Ilminster Platoon towards 
their travel budget to cover snacks. He gave the prize in 
this way due to a good understanding of soldiers and the 
need to supplement their personal kit with items they 
need to buy for themselves. 

Although being in the cadets does not always lead to a 
desire for a military career, both recipients this year said 
they had intentions to join the forces. Lance Corporal 
Adams, who is from Ilton, said his favourite activities at 
cadets were field craft and shooting, and he would like 
to become an engineer with the Royal Electrical and Me¬ 
chanical Engineers. 

Lance Corporal Western, from Ilminster, said she also 
liked shooting and enjoyed studying science and photog¬ 
raphy and was planning to aim for the Army or Royal 
Navy.

SOMERSET County Council has announced a num¬ 
ber of ambitious investment projects to improve key 
services and save money as it reveals the extent it will 
be forced to make cuts and savings over the next four 
years. 

With a drastic reduction in funding from govern¬ 
ment, coupled with increased costs and rising demand 
to look after elderly and disabled people, the council 
faces a £106million black hole in its finances over the 
next four years - with cuts of £30million required for 
next year alone. 

As well as unveiling the first phase of a series of sav¬ 
ings, totalling around £7million, the council is also 
announcing proposals where it has been able to listen 
to calls from the public. 

“This is a very tough year for Somerset and this first 
phase of savings has been incredibly difficult,” said 
Council Leader John Osman. 

“We have run roadshows and consultation events to 
listen to the public and in some cases we have 
changed or even stopped suggested proposals as a re¬ 
sult of what we have learned.” 

But Councillor Osman was also keen to promote in¬ 
vestment and improvements that the council was able 
to make after saving money by selling buildings it no 
longer needed such as county farms. 

These proposals include: 

• Walk to school routes: Improving paths and road 
safety projects in a number of areas to help children 
walk to school and no longer require bus trips. This 
could help more than 200 children and their families. 

• Cheaper energy bills: Investing in new LED 
lamps replacement programme for Somerset’s 54,000 
street lights in a bid to save around £300,000 per year 
every year. A further proposal could see more street 
lights dimmed or switched off through part of the 
night subject to local consultations. 

• Fewer empty beds: Changing the way our learn¬ 
ing disabilities service operates to place people in 
more modern and pleasant buildings and removing the 
need to pay for unused or empty beds, and freeing up 


some buildings to be sold off. 

• Leaving the Council: Heritage services, including 
museums, are proposed to move to a not-for-profit 
trust status helping them gain access to extra funding 
outside of Somerset County Council. Somerset Skills 
and Learning is proposed to move to a social enter¬ 
prise business. Both proposals would deliver savings 
to the council and have the potential to provide a bet¬ 
ter service to the public. 

As well as the investment proposals highlighted 
above, a series of decisions to close the budget deficit 
gap will also be taken at November’s cabinet meeting. 

Proposals for discussion include: 

• Waste and recycling centres - Somerset Waste 
Partnership will be asked to make savings which 
could result in poorly used Community Recycling 
Sites closing. It is, however, hoped that a restructure 
of services could see some of the busiest Recycling 
Centres return to seven days a week opening in re¬ 
sponse to public demand. It should be noted that this 
saving proposal will not be made by SCC but dis¬ 
cussed by the Waste Partnership. 

• Environmental teams - Reduced spending in var¬ 
ious areas including rights of way, canal paths and 
Areas of Outstanding Natural Beauty (AONB). A fur-

ther proposal could see the removal of roles in the 
countryside, ecology, and associated teams. It could 
also see the ending of funding for the Somerset Visitor 
Centre currently located at Sedgemoor Services. 

• Roads - Reduced spending on environmental 
maintenance such as verge cutting, drainage, hedge 
trimming and weed control and reducing management 
costs. 

• Staff costs - These proposals for cabinet decisions 
would see the council lose around 60 jobs with a fur¬ 
ther 300 plus moved into trust or social enterprises. 

Raising income by increasing charges, charging for 
the first time and a review of where we may be able 
to charge in the future. For example an increase in fees 
for marriages up from between £80 and £130 depend¬ 
ing on days of the week. 

Further comprehensive savings proposals to close 
the financial deficit will be discussed in January and 
February as the council sets its annual budget. 

“I appeal to the public to take part in consultations, 
to take part in our ‘balancing act’ exercise through the 
council’s website and facebook, and to continue to 
give us vital feedback and comment as we look to face 
up to a very challenging financial outlook,” said 
Councillor Osman.

NEW years resolutions are en¬ 
thusiastically entered in to each 
January first, keenly promoted 
for a few weeks, gradually los¬ 
ing momentum, until by the end 
of the month they have gradu¬ 
ally faded away.

sure to result. Maybe so. Maybe 
not. I think I would rather have 
my nest egg where I can see it, 
where I understand the law of 
ownership, and where I can 
deal with any issues using local 
people I can trust. 

The second question then be¬ 
comes what sort of property. 
This same client was looking 
for small lot sizes but more of 
them. Smaller 2/3 bed houses 
let well, there is a larger de¬ 
mand for them, they appeal to 
the largest pool of tenants, and 
by having more of them if one 
is empty there is still a good in¬ 
come from the portfolio. Flats 
can be a good return as they are 
cheaper to buy as long as you 
make sure they are correctly 
priced to keep them let. Larger 
houses let well because there 
are less of them, but the returns 
tend to be poor. 

The third question is what type 
of tenant would you consider. 
Keeping landlords open to 
every type of tenant is impor¬ 
tant. The keys to profit are 
longevity and good housekeep¬ 
ing. In other words the best ten¬ 
ants stay a long time and take 
good care of the asset. Far bet¬ 
ter to spread the net as widely 
as possible and then see who 
looks the best bet. 

The fourth question is the fi¬ 
nancial returns you are looking 


for. Buy to let should deliver 
several elements. First is an an¬ 
nual income and this will have 
a relationship to the price you 
pay for the house, and any gear¬ 
ing or borrowing you have. 
Gearing allows you to increase 
the income. This can dramati¬ 
cally increase the rate of return 
on the captial you have in¬ 
vested. The second element is 
capital growth. Over time prop¬ 
erty prices tend to move very 
unevenly. They will accelerate 
rapidly to a spike, will fall back 
by about 20%, make back !0% 
of that, and then do nothing for 
about 5 years. Peak to peak is 
normally 15 to 20 years. What 
you make will depend on when 
you sell. Don't forget that 
growth is taxable though, 
whereas if you pass it to your 
descendants different rules 


apply. 

Finally on what terms should 
you choose an agent. Fee is a 
big issue. So are the levels of 
service - from a tenant find 
service right up to full manage¬ 
ment. Most of all someone you 
can feel co mf ortable with. Re¬ 
member this is a long term re¬ 
lationship you are building so it 
needs to be one you will happy 
with for years to come.
